PINEVUE,  U.  (&P)  -  In  the  same  year 
the  Southern  Bap^  Conventioo  has 
dected  its  first  Anican  American  presi¬ 
dent,  historians  are  hading  the  won  of  a 
fanner  slave  who  established  the  first  Bap¬ 
tist  church  west  of  the  Missiasippi  River. 

Joseph  wmis  was  bom  a  mulatto  slave 
in  1758  Bladen  County,  N.C,  to  Agerton 
WiDis,  a  weahhv  white  Engl»  plantation 
owner.  Joseph  s  mother  was  Agerton's 
slav^  reportedly  Cherokee. 

When  Willis  first  applied  for  Bapbat 
ordination,  he  was  denied  because  at  his 
mixed  heritage,  '...lest  the  cause  of  Chriot 
should  suffer  reproach  fioin  the  humble 
social  poaitioo  of  his  servant,*  I^fiOiam 
Paxton  recorded  in  his  1888  book,  A  His- 
toiy  of  the  Baptists  of  Louisiana 

Both  his  color  and  bis  being  a  Baptist 
exposed  him  to  violent  prgiidices,  and  he 
was  often  threatened  with  violence,’  Pax¬ 
ton  wrote,  referring  to  Willis’  efforts  to
